Today's debt statement shows an 


available cash balance of about $195,- 
000 000, of which about $107.500,000 is 
gold reserve. This reserve will include 
payment iu full for the last bond issue, 
but the statement will show a counter 
debt charge of only $31, 157,700 in bonds 
or one-half of the whole amount issued. 
In explanation of this seeming error it 
is said that the formal transfer of the 
Londou half of the bonds has not yet 
bsen made. The expenditures for July 
vill be exceptionally heavy; pensions 
»nd interest alone are expected 
to 


amount to $20,000.000. 


National Bank*. 


Daring the fiscal year the number of 


national banks iu existence has decreased 
from 31,775 to 31,723. Forty-oue na- 
tional banks have been organized during 
the year; 60 have gone into voluntary 
liquidation and 86 have been placed in 
the hands of receivers. 
The national 


bank circulation has increased $4,387,791 
from $207,853,244 on July 1, 1894, to 
$211,691,035 Jnly 1, 1895. 


The lawful money reserve held by 


banks shows a heavy increase from $364,- 
105.757 to $4SS,S31,970, or nearly $75,- 
000,000. 
The operations of some of the more 


important bureaus of the treasury de- 
partment doling the last fiscal year are 
briefly outlined as follows: 


Lighthouse*. 


There wera employed under the light- 


house board, in the construction and 
maintenance of aids to navigation, 82 
steam leaders, six steam launches and 
two sailing tenders. In bupplying light- 
houses and vessels and caring for buoys 
these tenders steamed 205,580 miles. 
There are 3,422 persons employed in the 
lighthouse service as keepers, etc. 
The 


total value of the lighthouse establish- 
ment is about .$100,000,000. Ten new 
fog signal stations and 47 new lights 
were eatablishod during the year. The 
lower Cedar Point light station was de- 
ftroyed by fire and the Smith's Point 
light was carried away by ice. 


During the year perfect telephonic 


tonnection between Scotland lightship 
and the shore has been established. This 
U one of the greatest achievements iu 
electrical rt search, and seems to demon- 
strata that telephonic communication 
with simple appliances can be had with 
the shore by a* vessel many miles at sea 
"without any direct metal connection 
nearer than several hundred feet from 
the vessel. 


lUTcnnn Cutter Service. 


The year kis been of unusual interest 


and importance to the United States 
revenue eutter sen-ice. It has performed 
ipaoial services of a conspicuous nature. 
Among these are the search for the Ivan- 
hoe, 
supposed to have foundered Sep- 


itomber last off Cape Flattery, on the 
Pacific, In which three of the vessels, 
vlt: Grant, Rush and Cor win joined. 


In its winter cruising operations, dur- 


ing the unusually severe weather of the 
last season, it rendered services to dis- 
tn«ed (hipping of more than ordinary 
vain* and importance. 


Th« Momll and McLane have been 


vigilant along the coast of Florida 
in repressing smuggling and preventing 
violation of our neutrality obligations 
by sympathizers of the Cuban revolt. 


Six vessels have been manned and 


folly equipped and dispatched to the 
Bering; sea to protect the Seal herds and 
the government interests in Alaska and 
MM seal mlaudn. 


New VesM-.l*. 


The new steamer Windom, under 


eoune of construction at the beginning 
of the yenr, has bean so far advanced as 
to bs practically completed. Two steam 
launches aro boing built for duty on 
Pnget sound and on« for the- lower Sa- 
vannah rivor. 


Contracts hav* been awarded for the 


sonstrnction of two now steamers of 
Upwards of UOO tons each, which, when 
oomplcfc-d, will be the finest vessels in 
the service. Much new legislation ha« 
been secured for the betterment of tbe 
*rvic<1. One new vessel of the first 


for Tahiti the department at Washing- 
ton will forward a stern reprimand to J. 
Lamb Doty, consul at Tahiti. R*x-ently 
the marriage of Consul Doty to a native 
Tahiti girl was announced, and owing 
to Doty's high eastern connections the 
news created considerable comment. It 
has beeu learned that Doty's marriage is 
according to native rites. The only legal 
marriage recognized by the French gov- 
erunieut, which has dominion over Ta- 
hiti, in that performed according to the 
Prench laws.

Indoor Bicycle 


Nowadays every one wants to ride a 


bicycle, but many do not attempt it be- 
cause they dread the ordeal of learning. 
Iu the first place they dislike tho idea of 
sbrasi ;>u.-s and brni»fe>, and in the second 
they can hardly bring themselves to the 
sacrifice of dignity which the flounder- 
ings of the beginner usually entail. 
They need no longer hesitate. The bi- 
cycle turn now be learned indoors, safe 
from prying eyes and without fear of 
falls. A new appliance designed for this 
purpose consists of a small flywheel 
ruivert-d with rubburaud two side wheels 
fitted with a simple arrangement by 
means of whicli it can be adjusted to 
any kind of cycle iu two minutes. Its 
great advantage is that the rider expe- 
riences the same momentum as in a spin 
on a hard road, while tbe machine 
either rt-maius stationary or moves so 
fclowly that in traversing la feet the 
same amount of exercise is obtained as 
iu a mile of ordinary traveling. 


Practice cau thus be carried on in a 


hall or r<x>m, and riders cau gauge the 
rate of speed their exertions would have 
given tlK'iu on the highway. For begin- 
ners, children and invalids needing phys 
ical exercise this invention is specially 
adapted, as it stands perfectly steady 
and enables tho difficulties of mounting 
and dismounting to bo thoroughly over- 
come without danger of fails or bruises. 
Tho appliance is collapsible, weighs 15 
pounds and can be easily carried in the 
band.

A Substitute For Gold. 


A French technical paper, The Jour- 


nal de 1'Horlogerie, declares that a new 
amalgam has been discovered which is 
a wonderful substitute for gold. It con- 
sists of 94 parts of copper to six parts of 
antimony. The copper is melted and the 
antimony is then added. Once the two 
metals are sufficiently fused together a 
little magnesium and carbonate of lime 
arc added to increase the density of the 
material. The product can bo drawn, 
wrought and soldered jn&t like gold, 
which it almost exactly resembles on be- 
ing polished. Even when exposed to the 
action of ftmmoniacal salts of nitrous 
vapors it preserves its color. The cost of 
making it is about a shilling a pound 
avoirdnpnis.

THE BKSEFICEHT RESULTS OF

POLICY, 


The Improvement in business has 


shown no sign of abatement. Indus- 
trial activity has increased, and fur- 
ther advances in wages have been 
noted in the iron and steel and tex- 
tile manufacturing 
trades. 
This 


steady and general tendency to a res- 
toration of the wages paid in previous 
seasons of prosperity attests the sub- 
stantial recovery of the industries 
from the depressed conditions that 
prevailed prior to last spring. It 
has greatly relieved the labor discon- 
tent tbat was so apparent a few 
months ago; and there is now a nota- 
ble absence of important strikes or of 
threatened disturbances of this char- 
acter. The growth of business activ- 
ity is evidenced by a gain of over 35 
per cent, in the week's bank ex- 
changes and by increasing railroad 
earnings. The latter have made sub- 
stantial gains in spite of considerable 
rate cutting on east and west-bound 
tonnage; and the Trunk line agree- 
meat to maintain rates, which has 
been an important development of 
the week, is significant of more satis- 
factory earnings in tbe near future. 
The crop news is, as usual, conflict- 
ing, but, on the whole, much more 
encouraging; and the fact tbat it is 
so regarded has been demonstrated 
by a further fall in prices of grain 
and cotton.^* 


The practwll com pletion of the bond 


syndicate's work of restoring the 
Treasury gold reserve has awakened 
no apprehension of immediate gold 
exports; and the approach of the crop 
moving period, when merchandise ex-1 
ports may be expected to increase 
largely, inspires confidence in contin- 
ued immunity from Treasury deple- 
tion on this account. The weekly 
return of failures in tbe United 
States and Canada again shows a 
comparative increase in number, be- 
ing 278 as against 249 a year ago, but 
B. G. Dun & Co.'s half yearly report 
next week will show only about 6900, 
against 7039 for the first half of 
last 
year, 
with 
liabilities 


of 
$88,000,000, against $101,578,156 


in the first six months of 1894. 
The 


commercial agency's report 
states 


that but for the Cordage concern's 
failure-the aggregate would be near- 
ly 23 per cent, less than last year, 
and the manufacturing liabilities 
alone, 26 per cent. less.
